The terror 
stricken inhabitants of Baku fled from 
the city in great fear after the mobs 
had overcome the troops in the local 
garrison. The first fighting was in 
Balakhan, The public buildings at Baku 
were guarded by troops, and many of 
the foreign inhabitants boarded ships 
and went to sea to escape the danger. 
Martial law was proclaimed. Thou- 
sands of workingmen thrown out of 
employment, by the burning of facto- 
ries joined in the irregularities, and a 
general revolution against existing au- 
thority was feared. The Baku oil fields 


are the largest in the world not con- | 


trolled by the Standard Oil company. 
The Treaty of Peace Signed. 

It was almost 4 p. m. on Sept. 5 when 
a clerk rushed out of the big brick gov- 
ernment storage house of the Ports- 
mouth navy yard and breathlessly told 


the group of waiting correspondents , 


that the treaty had been signed. At 
the same time a soldier waved a red 
flag to the battery fifty yards away, 
and the guns boomed out their salute, 
followed by the playing of the band, 
the pealing of bells from the churches 
of Portsmouth and the tooting of 
steamship sirens and factory whistles. 
The treaty thus greeted at the place 
of its conclusion and which in a few 
moments was transmitted to the civ- 
ilized world by means of the telegraph 
and extra editions of the papers had 
been signed at exactly 3:47 p. m. by 
the four plenipotentiaries of Japan and 
Russia—Komura, Takahira, Witte and 
Rosen—and had brought to a close the 
greatest armed conflict in history. The 
Russian and Japanese secretaries and 
attaches, as well as a number of Amer- 
fcans especially invited, were grouped 
about the envoys at the long mahogany 
table in the conference room, including 
Governor McLane of New Hampshire, 
Rear Admiral Mead, Assistant Secre- 
tary of State.Peirce and Mayor Marvin 
of Portsmouth. Four copies of the 
treaty were in the hands of the secre- 
taries, two in English being placed be- 
fore Komura and two in French being

The champagne 
flowed freely, and toasts were drunk 
to the health of the president of the 
United States and the emperors of Rus- | 
sia and Japan. The Russians then has- 
tened to Christ church, where a thanks: | 
giving service was held by Russian 
priests and a large choir from Rus- | 
sian churches of Boston, New York 
and Philadelphia. The act of signing 
the treaty operated by agreement to 
suspend all hostilities at the front, but 
the treaty becomes effective only upon

These 
clusters are easily destroyed by soaking 
them with creosote, and Mr. Kirkland 
says that, if the pest is to be suppressed, 
it is highly important that every owner 
of fruit trees should take the necessary 
precautions to prevent scattering of the 
moth eggs. A few ounces of creosote 
will destroy millions of eggs, and the

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Boxes to be Numbered. 


Postmaster Arthur Bliss has received 
instructions from the Post-office depart- 
ment at Washington that in the near 
future all rural delivery boxes will be 
numbered.

Probing Big Insurance Companies.

Officials of the 
New York Life,

Charles E, Hughes. Reserve, Mutual 
Benefit und the Metropolitan have 
been put on the stand and closely in- 
terrogated as to their methods of con- 
ducting business. First it was brought 
out that in the elections very few votes 
are cast in person and that most of 
those cast are proxies held by the pres- 
ident of each of the companies so as to 
insure the election of the ticket agreed 
upon by the board of directors. Treas- 
urer Cromwell of the Mutual Life ad- 
mitted that he and other officers had 
participated in underwriting syndi- 
cates which soi@d bonds to that institu- 
tion. He thought there was no impro- 
priety in these transactions. Evidence 
was submitted showing that the trans- 
fer of the Hyde stock in the Equitable 
to Thomas F. Ryan for $2,500,000 had 
been a bona fide transaction.

It is authoritatively 
stated, however, that none of the lines 
will take the responsibility of making 
any changes and that everything will 
continue as though the conference was 
still In existence. 


Chinese Boycott Subsiding. 

A dispatch from Consul General 
Rogers at Shanghai reported that the 
boycott against American goods was 
apparently subsiding and that the 
northern trade was opening up. It is 
believed by officials in V/ashington 
that the end of the anti-American 
movement is near, especially in view 
of the visit of Secretary Taft. 

Cotton Report Favorable. 

The government cotton report for 
‘aguaPanows an average condition of 
72.1 as compared with 84.1 for last 
year and a ten year average of 73. A 
crop estimate of 10,000,000 to 11,000,000 
bales is based on these figures.

Strike Breakers Form Union. 

Emboldened by their experience In 
the strike breaking business and look- 
ing forward to further demands on” 
their services, a secret meeting of dep- 
uty sheriffs, policemen and others who 
have ranged themselves against union 
labor was held in Chicago and an or- 
ganization formed with the avowed 
object of establishing a scale of prices. 
It was agreed that $5 a day should 
be the minimum wages to be demand- 
ed of employers who might call upon 
them to end strikes and $6 a day in 
eases where the situation appeared par- 
ticularly desperate. It was apparent 
from the nature of the discussion that 
the strike breakers were themselves 
prepared to strike if necessary to en- 
force their demands. 

Suggestion From Mr, Bryan. 

In a Labor day address at Omaha 
William J. Bryan suggested the estab- 
Ushment of permanent state boards of 
arbitration, with power to investigate 
and report on labor troubles. “The 
compulsory Investigation of a labor 
trouble must be distinguished from the 
compulsory enforcement of the finding 
of the board,” said Mr. Bryan. “It Is 
far more important that the investiga- 
on shall be compulsory when either 
party desires it than that the finding 
shall be binding, because public opin- 
fon will surely enforce a fair and im- 
partial finding.’ 

New Temple of Labor. 

The Workingmen’s Educational so- 
clety laid the cornerstone of a new 
temple of 1. bor In New York city on 
Labor day. The ceremonies were pre-

The day is spent 
as at any sanitarium, resting in the 
open air. The daily cost per patient, 
with fifty in attendance, is about 40

Fewer Children at Work. 

A jump of 20 per cent in the attend- 
ance at the opening of the public 
schools throughout the eastern part of 
Pennsylvania is credited to the new 
fuctory law passed by the Jast legisla- 
ture. The law raised the age below 
which children must attend school 
from thirteen to fourteen years and 
provides that all who go to work be- 
tween the ages of fourteen and sixteen 
must have a certificate from the school 
authorities. Even farmers are not al- 
lowed to keep their children at home, 
and the demand for farm laborers has 
greatly increased wages. The law is 
expected to have its greatest effect in 
the coal regions and factory towns. 
Lehigh University Wins Big Suit. 

By virtue of the decision of the court 
of common pleas in Philadelphia Le- 
high university is to receive from the 
Lehigh Valley Railroad company ten 
years’ back dividends on railroad 
stocks held.

ward. The desert radiation keeps the 
aqueous vapor high above the earth in 
a stable state, but when this moves 
over the mountains the irregular radia- 
tion precipitates the vapor in the form 
of rain and storms. 


New Land Discovered. 

A report from the Duke of Orleans’ 
Greenland expedition records the dis- 
covery of a new land, which they 
christened Terra de France, in the 
neighborhood of Cape Bismarck, on the 
east coast of Greenland.

More than forty lives were lost and 
property valued at over $1,000,000 was 
destroyed in the recent storm which 
swept over Lake Superior. Several 
vessels were wrecked, including the 
Sevona, the Iosko and the Olive Jean- 
ette. Seven of the crew of the Sevona 
stood by that others might be saved, 
and later themselves were rescued. 

A terrific cloudburst in the Unadilla 
and Chenango valleys of central New 
York caused $500,000 damage to prop- 
erty. Scores of towns were cut off 
from communication and two lives are 
known to have been lost. 

A special trolley car at. Worcester, 
Mass., was Geralled Sept. 5 at a curve 
and went down a fifteen foot embank- 
ment, killing two persons and injuring 
eleven.

LAWRENCE 


JUDGE DECIDES FOR THE CITY. 


The suit of Arthur W, French 
against the city of Lawrence to re- 
cover wages alleged to be due him as 
a police officer, on the claim that he 
has not been legally removed from the 
force, although restrained from ser- 
ving by the mayor, came up before 
Judge Gaskill in superior civil court 
on the defendant’s demurrer. 

City Solicitor John P. Kane argued 
in support of his demurrer claiming 
that the plaintiff must first establish 
that he has not been legally removed 
before he can bring an action at law 
to recover wages. John J. Donovan, 
counsel for French, claimed that there 
was plenty of authority to support 
his contention that French wag en- 
tilled to recover on the present action, 
since it is agreed between the parties 
that the removal] of the officer by the 
mayor was not confirmed by the alder- 
men, as provided, 

In his opening argument City Solic- 
itor Kane said: “This is an action of 
contract brought by Arthur W. French 
against the city of Lawrence, and the 
plaintiff, in his declaration states that 
he was appointed a police officer in 
1897 and that up to December, 1904, he 
had faithfully performed the duties of 
his office and had never been legally 
removed from the police department, 
and that, therefore, he is entitled to 
pay as a policeman, he having repeort- 
ed for duty, but being unjustifiable re- 
strained and prevented from patrolling 
his ‘beat.’ 

After Mr, Kane announced that the 
defendent demurs from the plaintiffs 
declaration and suggests that the 
proper course for him to pursue would 
be to test the legality of his removal 
by a writ of mandamus, Judge Gas- 
kil] stated that he had decided a sim- 
ilar case in Plymouth county only a 
short time ago in favor of the defend- 
ant and that he would like, therefore, 
to hear from Mr. Donovan first. 

Mr. Donovan argued that there was 
a disimilarity between the local case 
and the one referred to bv Judge Cas- 
kill in that in the French cas? there 
was a serious question of the legality 
of the removal. Judge Caskill then 
said that the Plymouth county case 
was one where the removal had been 
legal, and that he had not understood 
when he made his first remarks that it 


was a question of an alleged illegal 
removal. 
Mr. Donovan then related the facts 


in the case briefly, outlining the pro- 
ceedings before the board of alder- 
men, the order of removal by the r.ay- 
or, which was not confirmed by the 
aldermen, the reporting of the officer 
for duty and the final bringing of the 
suit when he was restrained from per- 
forming his duties. Mr, Donovan inen 
argued that the present action was 
the proper one to test the legality of 
the removal. He said he did not con- 
sider it necessary to bring a writ of 
mandamus to compel the _ re-instate- 
ment of an officer to a position from 
which he had never been legaily re- 
moved, Mr. Kane replied by repeat- 
ing his first assertion that a writ of 
mandamus to decide the rights of the 
iiaintiff was the natural step to make 
in such a case and that as there could 
be no claim for wages if the removal 
proved to be legal there should be no: 
auction unti] that matter had began first 
decided.

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FINE BUILDINGS FOR RACE 
TRACK. 


SALEM DEPOT, Sept 11-The archi- 
.eocts’ drawings show an imposing array 


of buildings for, the sporting enterprise 
which the New England Breeders’ club | 
is establishing here. They are fully in | 
keeping with’ the’ representations that 
have been made ever since the club was. 
chartered by the last legislature that it 
would establish in the state the finest 
track and appointments for jockey rac- 
ing in the country. . 

The buildings to be constructed in 
connection with the track, and to be> - 
completed ready for occupancy by May 
15, 1906, comprise a handsome club 
house, a grand stand of steel structure, 
with a seating accommodation for 6500 
people, a pavilion, a jockey’s house, 
paddock and stables, and twenty sepa- ; 
rate stables, with commodious stall 
room for 500 horses. 

In addition to these new buildings, 
the Kimball farm buildings will be re- 
tained and made over for the use of the 
superintendent of the property. The 
barn will be utilized as a storehouse for 
the supply of hay and grain, necessary 
for the large field of horses which will 
be kept here during the season. 

The central structure from the track 
will be the immense grand stand, 400 
feet in length and -ninety-eight feet 
deep. This will permit fifteen rows of 
seats, besides the row of boxes entirely 
across the front. The entire northerly 
section of the grand stand, which is 
nearest the club house, will be devoted, 
to boxes for the use of club members. 
There will be chairs in each box for 
five persons. The ordinary seats in 
the stand will be settees. Seats will 
also be constructed upon the roof where i 
1500. people can be accommodated, with | 
a superior view of the entire’ track. | 
course. i 

On the first floor of the grand stand: } 
underneath the seats, will be a dining. 
room, kitchen, toilet rooms, ete. The- } 
grand stand will be 100 feet back from- i

Just north of the grandstand there 
will be placed the attractive clubhouse. 

This will be 50x59 feet and completely 
surrounded by a double-decked piazza. 
The house will be connected with. the 
grand-stand by a covered walk. On the- i 
first floor will be a men’s cafe, a stair- 
case hall, a directors’ room, serving 
room and toilet rooms. On the: second | 
floor will be a ladies’ dressing reom, 2 | 
dining room 25x50 feet and toilet rooms, 
In the roof will be five chambers and.a

bath room for the use of the. club« 
members, This building will be finish-- 
ed white throughout, except the: men's 
cafe, which will be in antique oak. The 
surroundings will be in keeping. with 
the fineness of the building. The piaz- 
zas will come in direct connection 
with the dining room, and will be used 
for serving meals. They will be -con- 
Structed 21 feet wide and will be one 
of the features of the building.

It will 
be 184x92 feet. The ground floor will be 
devoted to stands for the sale ef fruit, 
cigars. and other refreshments, while 
the roof will be so arranged as to be 
used for a’ promenade for smokers.

ctude the furnishings, estimated to cost 
about $60,000. 

The site has already been purchased 
at an expense of about $55,000; the lot 
being bounded on the south by Feder- 
al street, west by land of the Firer 
Baptist church, north by Bridge street 
and east by land occupied .by the exist- 
ing superior courthouse. The plans 
provide that the new building must’ be 
fireproof. The commyrssion was ap- | 
pointed under the provisions or Chap- | 
ter 422, Acts of 1905. 

Plans are to be submitted on or be- 
fore Nov. 1. For the registry of deeds 


there will be required a record room 
of about 6500 square feet, two copy- 
ing, four comparing, typewriting, in- 
cexing, consultation and coat rooms, 
the registrar's private office, clerks’ 
room and sanitaries. 

For the probate court the require- 
ments are a registry and record room 


of about 5000 square reet, a court room, 


600 square feet; attorneys room, two 
consultation rooms, rooms for the 
judge, registrar, clerks, copyists, type- 
writers, toilet and coat rooms.
